California and Arizona, inciden¬ 
tally. axe' two of the States which 
are feeling the pangs of tax 
Hunger because of Uncle Sam’s 
abnormal appetite for public 
lands. 

Mor^ tihiD .7G per cent of the 
State of Arizona is owned oat 
right by the Federal Government, 
according to CongTes.«man J. Har¬ 
din Peterson of Floiida, ch.iirman 
of the. House Committee on Pub-1 
lie Luanda. . 

And 49 per cent of California 
is owned either by the State or 
the Federal Government, with the 
result that county tax sources 
have dried up alarmingly. 

Congressman Peterson reports 
that his committee’s purposes are 
fourfold: 1—To inventory all pub¬ 
lic lands. 2—To devise legislation 
aimed at stopping Federalization. 

3 -.fo find means of reimbur.sing 
counties for monev taken from 
tax z<oll8 by Federal land acquisi. 
tion. 4—To enlarge the country’s 
homesUad policy.
